The City of Metz, 

This place is one of tho most ancient in 
France, It was founded before the Romars 
conquered Gaul, and was known to them as 
Dwodorum. This name was afterwards 
changed to that of Medionintiiei. & later 
date, in the fifth century, it was called Met- 
tis or Metis, which finally became Metz 
Under the rule of Rome the city prospered 
exceedingly After tho conquest of Gaul by 
the Franks, It continued an important center 
of population, and under the descendants of 
Clovis, King of France, the city became fa- 
mous as the capital of the kingdom of Aus- 
tiasiu, which namo was changed, first to 
Metz, and second, in tho ninth century, to 
that of Lorraine. The decline of the hause 
of Charlemange was taken advantage of by 
Henry the Fourth, of Germany, who con- 
quered it. Daring the following century, 
how ever, the people recovered their indepen- 
dence and remained free until 1552, WI. en 
they claimed the pioteetorate of Fiance. It 
will thus be seen that Metz, and for the mat- 
ter of that, the whole of what was formerly 
Lorraine, is not and never has been German, 
but has always been French Its conquest 
and retention by Gumany, for a brief while, 
950 „ears ago, is the only claim that the Ger- 
mans have uponit as their territory For

Metz is mtuated at the confluence of the 
Moselle and Selle vers, abont 170 miles by 
in enst by north of Pans. II 1% after Strag- 
bourg, the strongest inland fort res in Prance. 
The population is over 00,000, Which, with 
the regula: garnson of 10.000 men, makes it 
a lively, bustling place. The fortificatians 
are eatcnsive, and almost impregnable. They 
comprise a stropg wall, prerecd by nine gates 
furnished with draw bridges, and with nu- 
merous bastions suriounding it. Four regu- 
larly constructed fuits, capable of resisting 
the most powerful of modern projectiles, cov- 
er the country on all sides, so that their guns 
can sweep an attacking force, which, by the 
Way, must advance to the walls over open 
fields and cross a deep and wide ditch, which 
can be Hooded with water in a short space of 
time Three of these ſorts were commenced 
by Vauban, the greatest military power of 
lus ave, and to whom France is indebted for 
her system of fortiessts. Vauban commenced, 
and Cormantaigne, another able engmee:, 
completed them. One of these forts com- 
mands the cast part of the arty, from the 
Port des Allemands to the iner; another 
protects the southein part, and the third, 
called the Redoubt du Pate,, stands on an 
Island, connected with the city by a subter- 
ranean gallery, und iy regarded ns one of the 
most important works The fourth fort is of 
more molen construction, but the whole of 
them have been so improved sines Napoleon 
became Emperor that all may be sard te be 
new. 

As a base of operations for the French army 
of Moselle, Metz is nanurahly situated. It is 
connected by rwhoad, with Pais Nancy, 
Strasbourg and Thionvaille, m France, and by 
inl to Coblentz, Mayence and Manheim, in 
Germany, The wagon read to Muayeuce, 
which the iulread follows very closely, was 
made by Napoleon the Great, for the purpose 
of opening dnect communication between 
Mayence and Pars, and ts known us tho 
Kaiser Strasse (Imperial raid). The distance 
fram Mayence to Metz is 146 English miles 
From Metz to Coblentz by the Moselle river 
is about 150 miles, but by the Jand route t 
Ip not more than seventy-alve, the windings 
of the river more than doubling the distance, 
In connection with this fact, it should be 
stated that the Moselle is navigable from its 
confluence with the Meurthe torts mouth. 
Should the French army move upon Coblentz, 
it can therefore be accompanied by gunboats, 
although it would be necessary to first des- 
troy the bridges and other obstructions, and 
to reduce or pass the batteries nt Trevis and 
other points along the banhs.—-Nee York 
Herald. 


Diamond Diggings. 


The Colesburg (Cape of Good Hope) cor- 
respondent of the New York Would writes: 
I have but just time to write you a few lines 
about the diamond fields, before the closing 
of the mail for England. F am on my way 
there, and at this plnee T have formed a com- 
pany. We take an eight-mule team and 
wagon, tent, a Juge pump. and a set of sluices 
and sieves. The diamonds are found 1,000 
yards from the river bank (the Vaal) and the 
banks are fifty feet high. The smrounding 
country is flat, grassy and treeless, There 
is no chance of getting water fer sluicing by 
going up the river and entting a canal, as 
they do in California, so the next best plait 
is to mg n pump onthe banks of the river, 
and lend the water to the sluice-boxes, I 
have had my sluices made wider than the 
gold sluice-boxes af California, and at the 
lower end I have a chest of drawers, the 
bottoms of which aro different sized sieves, 
thus assorting the stones as they are washed 
through, according to their size, and making 
it easier to pick out tho diamonds. The 
only plan used now is to cart the diamond- 
ferous earth to the banks of the river, and 
there wash it by hund or through a long tom. 

There is the greatest excitement m tbe çol- 
onies of the Cape and Natal, and a great rush 
is being made from all parts to the diame 
fields.

Nuiw Grove or Bic Trers.—Several years 
ngo a new grove of big trees, lke those of 
Calaveras and Mariposa, was discovered in 
Tuolumne county, about six miles by the tral 
and four miles in a straight line from the 
original grove. Recently the new grove has 
been thoroughly eaplored, and it contains at 
least 1,200 trees of that class, of all sizes. 
This summer a great many peuple have vii- 
ted the new grove, and they speak favorably 
of the location and of the size of the trees. 
A gentleman sends us the following particu- 
lars regarding some ot tho chief dignitaries of 
the new forestn Columbus” is 62 feet in 
circumference threé feet above the root; ät 
the rool, 75 feet. “Metuselch” is at the röbt 
84 feet in circumference, and three fect above 
70 feet. Nonh's Ark,” at the distance of a 
hundied and fifty-two feet from the root js 
12 feet in’ diameter; at the root, 263 feet. Ts 
is hollow, and a man six feét high can walk 
furty steps, and in but few places be able to 
touch the top with his hand. This tree at 
the distance of two hundred and eighty-one 
feet from tho root is 4 feet in diumeter. At 
the distance of fifty feet from the roots there 
is a spring of good, pure water. “Golinh” at 
two hundred and sixteen feet from the roots 
is broken squarely off, and at this break it is 
5 feet in diameter. At the roots it is 26 fect 
in diameter, and two hundred and sixteen 
feot from the roots is n limb 8 feet in ein 
cumference. This prove is by a good trail 
six iniles from the Calaveras Big Trees, and 
is vasily reached by horseback in ay bour and 
a half.

Chances in Battle. 


In the days of the old fashioned musket, or 
“Brown Bess,” as it was popularly nick- 
named, the chances of a man's being hit by a 
bullet were slight. It has been estimated 
that in Wellington’s campaign in Spain it 
took 800 bullets to kill one man, but much of 
this waste of powder was due to the careless- 
ness and ignorance on the part of the men; 
bome fired so high that the ball went over 
the heads of the enemy, others so low that 
they went into the ground. Even in our 
recent war, with greatly improved firearms, 
the number of killed and wounded was very 


small compared with the immense number of 


shots fired. p 

Nr. Francis Galton in his recent work on 
hereditary genius, presents some curious cal- 
culations as to a man’s chance of being struck 
by bullets in a battle. One man differs from 
another in height and in width, therefore, the 


chance of the one as compared with that of 


the other varies as the sectional area of his 
body that is to say, as his height multiplied 
into his average breadth. But this is not 
the whole truth, and Mr. Dalton admits; for 
large men are more likely to be Int not merely 
on account of the greater nrea of their bodies, 
but also on account of their being more con- 
spicuous from their size, and, therefore being 
more likely to be singled out as a mark. The 


principle of “natural selection,“ on the part 


of the enemy’s bullets, here comes into opera- 
tion, and Mr. Galton endeavors to correct his 


estimate of chances by taking the weight of 
It is not casy to per- 
ceive the force of his mode of reasoning, but 
the resalt of it is, that the chance of a man’s 
being accidentally shot in the battle is as the 
square root of the product of his height mul- 
Thus, supposing a man 
to be 225 pounds in weight, and five feet six 
inches high, he will escape from chance shots 
for only two years, while a man of 112 pounds 
weight, and five feet six inches high, would 
The total relative chances 
against being shot in battle of two men of 
these respective heights and weights are as 
three to one in favor of the smaller man, in 
respect to accidental shots, and in a decided- 
ly more favorable proportion in respect to 
direct aim, the latter chance being compoun- 
ded of the two following’ First, a better hope 
of not being aimed at, and, secondly, a hope 
very little less than three to two, of not being

Had Nelson been a large man, instead of a 


mere feather weight, it is probable that he 
would not have survived so long the extra- 
ordinary dangers he encountered. In the 
course of five years he took part in a hundred 
and twenty actions at sea, including the 
battles of Cape St. Vincent and the Nile, and 
in them he lost an arm and an eye. He was 
ultimatley killed at Tranfalgar (after escaping 
death at Copenhagen) by one of many shots 
aimed directly at him by ariflemanin the 
maintop of a French ship with which his own 
was closely engaged; but it should at the 
same time be added that, on this occasion’ he 
greatly increased the chances against him, by 
“pacing the quarter deck in full uniform, with 
all his medals and orders fastened on his 
breast. When the famous Marshal Soult 
visited England, astory appeared in the news- 
pe to the effect that some English veteran 

ad declared the hero must bear a charmed 
life, for that he (the soldier) had covered him 
with his rifle upwards of thirty times, and yet 
never hit him. It is, not at all surprising that 
the uneducated believe some men to bear 
charmed lives, when we remember Napoleon 
at the bridge of Lodi, and again at Arcola, 
where, it is set down in history, the Austrian 
artillery swept off everybody but himself, yet 
he led the way across the bridge unharmed— 
though the grape rattled in a perfect hail- 
storm round him. The same may be said of 
Wellington at Waterloo, where it is reported, 
that every man of his staff was either killed 
or wounded, and he had for a while to do 
their work until others could be brought up 
from the other end of the line, he escaping all 
the while untouched. Many more instances 
of such exceptions from the havoc going on all 
around can be found in history, but these are 
two remaikable cases, familiar to most people. 
Tt will be found that the majority of officers 
of the higher grades survive not only one but 
many battles. Mr. Galton estimates this 
majority at 6 per cent., but his figures do not 
bear out his theofy. He has selected a list of 
thirty-two of the most eminent commanders ; 
but of these only seven died on the battle 
field, which would make the proportion 78 
per cent. The most formidable enemies an 
army has are camp-fever, privation, over- 
fatigue, and too great exposure to heat, cold, 
and damp, and the enrelesness of the men. 
These kill three times as many as the bullet 
does; and yet the bullet kills its thousands, 
notwithstanding the large chances in favor of 
the escape of any individual soldier, — Phila- 
delphia Reporter.

In fact, in Europe, the man of aristocratic 
claims, though he may sometimes condescond 
to eat the excellent dinner and borrow the 
money of his wealthy host, still, in his heart, 
revolts at any attempt on the part of the man 
who has made his own fortune to indulge in 
any familiarity or to presume on any intimacy. 

“My dear Paul,” said the Baron Roths- 
child, to a little Prince who had done him the 
honor of dining with him, “I recommend you 
to try that wine,” “I would call you by your 
christian name,” said the irate little potentate, 
“if you had any”—o witticism which cost the 
Prince his dominions, if the man of money 
chooses to forclose his mortgage upon him,

but then it is wholesale commerce. IIe does 
his business on Å great scale, and besides, he 
does not attend to it. Heis hardly an hour 
a day at his counter, and besides, he has pro- 
mised me to withdraw from business alto 
gether in a short time.” 

And her lady friend, who is about to marty 
an Under-Pretect, with a salary of nine bun- 
dred dollars a year, embraces her warmly and 
says: “My poor girl! yet I shall ever be the 
same for thee My husband is above pre- 
judices, I want you to call upon us with 
your husband as soon as he has kept his pro- 
nse and got out of commerce.” 

Thank God, it is otherwise bere. We 
would not boast, even if we could with truth, 
that our ancestors for many generations have 
done nothing with their hands, and if they 
have cudgelled anything ıt has been their 
servants and not ther brains—that our 
mothers have in their lives handled nothing 
more heavy than the visiting card, the fan, 
and the chaacters of their neighbors. That 
we came of a family which has always dis- 
dained to make itself useful; every member 
of which has had nothing to do but to be 
born in luxury and buried in pomp.—J. B.

POLITICAL. 

When we arrived home, the political pot was 
boiling fiercely. The Democrats of the county 
had met in Convention, and nominated a ticket, 
which, wo are frec’to say, does not give entire sat- 
1s faction to all professed Democtats,—yet it 18 
composed of study, bonest, intelligent Demo- 
crats, and merits the support of every member of 
the party. Such being the cuse, the MINER calls

Likewise, we know 
that the people of Wickenburg would sooner 
come here to attend to their county businces, 
than go elsewhere. Therefore, we cannot believe 
that any very great efforts will be put forth in the 

next Legislature to divide our county. 

At the time of starting on our trip, and long be- 
fore, we were honestly in favor of holding n mass 
convention and selecting good men from both par- 
ties, to fill the oltices. But now, that the people 
of the two most important counties in the Terri- 
tory have drawn pal ty lines, nó recourse is leit 
us but to take the side of that party whose prin- 
ciples werevere Means ile, the columus of the 
Miner will be open to all parties who may see llt 
to employ them in a legitimate way 

The proceedings of both Deimocraue conven- 
tions appear in full on the outside of to-day's 

aper. 

That of Pima county deals squarely and hon- 
estly with issues now belore the people; thanks 
the hard-worked, poorly paid soldics of the Ter- 
ritory for thei: efforts in detending citizens from 
hostile savages; and places in nomination 101 
Delegate to Congress, Peron R Bram, a man 
every way qualified to filltue position, and who 
has becu n prominent citizen of the Territory for 
nearly twenty years. That he will win the race 
is, to us, quite certain, tor we know bim to be the 
most popular man in Pima county, and he is sure 
of carrying Yavapai by q good majouty, Having 
formerly resided in Yuma county, he is certain of 
receiving a large vote there; as well asin Mohave 
and Pah-Ute counties, whose people are Demo- 
cratic. To crown all, the Tucson Arizonan, whose 
editor, Mr. Dooner, became disgusted with the 
friends and backers of Mr, MeCoimicx, (who 
have heretofore controlled the paper), for refusing 
him permition to publish the proceedings of the 
Pima Demociatic Convention, even ag an advei- 
tigement, hus cut loose frou the ofiice-holding 
faction of carpet-baggeis, and now supports the 
Brady ticket in his paper. In retutation of the 
base slanders set aflont by McCormick's imported 
strikers, agniust the character of Mr. Brady, the 
following from the Arizonan, while It was in the 
Interust of McCormick, will give all who do not 
happen to know Mr. B., a good idea of the hind 
of man he is, Says MeCormick’s organ of Sep- 
tomoer 24, after lauding Mr. McCormick to the 
skies:

Notes of a Trip Through Arizona. 


By One Who “Made the Trip.“ 


Having recently returned home to Prescott, 
from a long and toilsome journey. over this 
rough and rugged ‘Territory, and having item- 
ized most of what the party with which we 
traveled saw and did, we now propose to tell 
the readers of tho Miner, in the best and 
simplest manner possible, all we saw and 
learned, in our rambles. As most of the 
country through which we traveled is but 
little known, even to Arzonians, we will 
write about it in a careful, truthful, conscien- 
tious manner, and in strict accord with notes 
which “were taken on the spot.” So, to 
the task. 

THE PARTY 
Consisted of Colonel George Stoneman, Mili- 
tary Commander of the Department of Ari- 
zona; Major M. Cogswell, 21st Infantry, In- 
spector; Surgeon II. R Wirtz, U. S. A., Med- 
ical Director; Geo II. Kimball, of Camp 
Date Creek, three servants, one cook, twelve 
enlisted men of M Troop, 3d Cavalry, four 
teamsters, and our humble self, making in all, 
twenty-five men. We had tuo ambulances, 
each of which was drawn by four stout, act- 
we mules, Mach wagon was drawn by six 
mules. 
THE START 

Was made fiom Fort Whipple about eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon ot Monday, August 
29, 1870, and though the friends we left be- 
hind had some serious misgivings about onr 
making the trip, and escaping the shafts and 
bullets of hostile Indians, no such misgivings 
rested in our breasts Indeed, we thought 
ourselves numerous enough, and braveenough, 
too, to take care of ourselves and animals, 
and yet, all reahzed the fact that it was a 
dangerous undertaking But, thank God, 
we got through safely, with bat few acgi- 
dents, and no vietble peul to hie 

The day was a fine one in every 1espect— 
a true type of those beautiful summer: days 
of ours, and a3 we turned to look at pretur- 
esque Whipple, neat and cozy Prescott, and 
the dark, rounded, Sierra Prieta pange ol 
mountains, we could not but realive the fact 
that we were fast traveling from home and 
friends uto A strange, mysterious country, 
peopied with savages, the imost treacherous 
on the continent. iNevelthelesss, we did not 


1 a 
regret the fact. Indeed it rather please 


to know that we were on the roa}, bounding 
along over glassy plains—fiee as the breeze 
which swept over them. We bad not gone 
far on our journey when accident No. 1, oc- 
curred, and we were stopped in our course. 
A sand-boaid of a wagon biohe, the wagon 
was unloaded, an axe and a piece of wood 
weie procured, and the work of repainng 
damages was cummenced by Col. Stoneman, 
who, with his own hands fixed the thing in 
short order, and we were about ready to start 
when it was discovered thit a mule which 
one of the men rode was lacking in strength 
and spirit, and could not possibly make the 
trip. Rider and mule were sent back to 
Whipple. The rider catuied a note to Capt. 
Foster, requesting that gentleman to give 
him another and better mule; also, to send 
us some hard timber for sand boards, ete lt 


was about dark when we encamped below | 


the rancues in Chino Valley, but not too late 
for us to start on a foraging expedition. We 
first went to the house of Jas. Baker, where 
we procured two canteens of milk, which we 
carried to the mess and dehvered to that 
greatest of caterers, Di. Wirtz. Having re- 
ceived an invitation trom George Banghait to 
pass the mght under his hospitable roof, we 
bade good mght to our felluw-voyagers, and 
started for Mr Banghart’s, where we were 
kindly treated and entettamed by that gen- 
tleman and lis estimable wife During the 
night, Capt. Fuster and one or two mechan- 
ics came up, with material and tools, and 
fixed our domoralized wagon. As we did not 
get n very early start, our party hada good 
chance to look around the valley—to admire 
the fine corn, cte, the beautiful young cotton- 
wood trees that grew around the fields, and 
those Immense springs of pure, cold water, 
fiom which issue sufficient water to irrigate 
thousands of acres and supply a large city 
The vercict of the officers was that Chino 
Valley was the prettiest agricultural settle- 
Dis- 
tance traveled, fist day, about % % miles 

Tuesday, Angust 30.— After bidding adieu 
to friends, we started from the last settle- 
ment we were déstined to see for hundreds 
of miles, and wended our way northward 
towards the San Francisco and Bul Williams 
Mountains. For the first few mifes the road 
remained good and diaooth, but after that. 
we struck into a trap country, and terrific 
were the joltings we received, as the wagons 

itched and heaved over large, hard-headed 
and hard-hearted bowlders— known to some 
folk as „nigger-heads.“ We soon reached 
that venerable, terrible old box in the earth, 
known as "Hell Canon,” and in going down 
its southern side, met with accident No. 2, i 
e., the upsetting of a wagon, which, luckily, 
caused no serious trouble, and broke nothing, 
After passing this fearful chasm, we drove 
about one mile and encamped in à beautiful 
grassy spot, surrounded by juniper trees, near 
some water tanks, around which were bones 
of horses, mules and oxen, which Lo, the 
poor Indian had stolen and eaten. The coun- 
try passed over to-day is admirably adap- 
ted to stock raising, grass being abundant, 
and water plenty, in tanks in the cañons. 
We had a splendid view of the country to 
the East and West, saw the great and pro- 
ductive Chino Valley, stretching away to 
the West; likewise the fine large valley that 
stretches away to the Verde river, and which, 
with its thick, rich coating of green grass, its 
groves of juniper and cedars, pleased the eye, 
and filled the mind with visions of flocks and 
herds, which, ere long, are destined to feed 
upon it. The surface of the ground in this 
vicinity is covered with trap bowlers and 
debris, and it is a very unpleasant region to 
tide over in wagons. Distance traveled, 
about twelve miles. 

Wednesday, August 31.—Our road, to-day, 
wound through “the Qedars,” which are of 
good size, and cover the entire face of the 
country. As trap continued to bo “the for- 
mation,” the reader may well believe we had 
a rough road, over which it was impossible to 
make good timo. To-day, another sand-board

Stoneman, While traveling along, a band 


of decr was scen scampering over the hills. 
Grass is plenty on some portions of the day's 
drive, and scarce on others. Wo arrived at 
Bear Springs, in the pine timber, about five 
o'clock, after a tiresome journey. The water 
from these springs runs south towards the 
Verde, and is plenty and good. Pistance 
traveled, fully eighteen miles. 

Thusdiy, Sept. 1.—The camp was roused 
long before dagight, everything got in read- 
iness, and we s ted just as the sun pected 
over the great mountain range to tho east of 
us. The road to-day was through mountains, 
which were covered with nutritious grasses, 
aud a very heavy growth of large Inne trees. 
Clover was plenty in the small valleys; water 
was found in tanks, and the day’s journey 
would have been a delightful one but for the 
rocky nature of the gicater portion of the 
round passed over, We reached Leroux 
Springs and valley early in the afternoon, 
when the Colonel, with bis usual precaution 
and foresight, selected a guod and safe camp. 
The water at this point was good and plenty, 
as were also, the grass and pine timber, and 
we are very sure that, for boldness, grandeur 
and jimpiessiveness, the sgeneix was equal to 
that of any other portion of the continent 
In front and westward of our camp lay an 
immense valley! hemmed in by pine-clad hills, 
and sentineled, gs it were, by lotty peaks, 
the highest and most pronunent of which 
were the three bald, wedge-shaped ones 
known as the San Francisco Mountains. Bill 
Wilhams Mountain, southwest from camp, 
was barely visible, and presented a very rug- 
ged appearance. Distance made, about Lren- 
ty moles, 

Friday, September 2 —Gotan early start, as 
usual. Traveled across Leroux valley, m 
which we found plenty of excellent water, 
and an immense hole in the giound—an ex- 
tinct erater which, no doubt, in times past, 
vomited forth huge streams of molten lava 
After leaving the valley, our route led around 
the western base of the San Francisco Moun- 
tams, through the largest, stramhtest kind of 
pine timber. Ut was late in tho afternoon 
when we arrived at Antelope Spiinzs, on the 
northeast side of San Francisco Mountain, 
and encamped, near an old abandoned stage 
station, not far from the great mountain, 
which is said to be 12,000 feet in hight. Our 
camp being a mile ur more fiom the springs 
we had some difficulty in finding water, but 
got enough for all put poses in u lavine near 
camp For a high mountain countiy—the 
highest m Arizoua—water wassearce, and the 
arass quite dry, proving conclusively that but 
i ttle rain had fallen on the northern side of 
the mountatn the past summer. The mghts 
were execedingly cool, days very pleasant 
Road to-day, pretty geod Formaticn, trap 
Distance traveled, trenty-fonr milia. 

Sai, Seplener 3.—This day’s march 
brought to view some pecul sights. We 
had become tired of gazing at huge moun- 
tains and pine trees, and felt relieved when, 
after traveling some eight o1 ten wiles, cedu 
and juniper took the place of the pic’, and 
the country to the north and east open ‘| to 
our view, displaying jagged peaks and points, 
round, detached mountains, in which holes or 
depressions were observed, and which were 
furmeily active volcanos One of these 
the most perfect type of extinet voleano on 
the continent, was sketched by Dr Wirtz, 
and the sketch, with others, will shortly be 
transferred to the pages of some leading maga- 
zine, It may be guessed, from the foregoing, 
that the country passed over on this day’s 
march was covered with Java, yet gas of 
good quality was plenty, and an abundance 
of pue water was found in tanks at Cosnimo 
Caves— which, by the way, is asingular look- 
ing place, which cannot now be describe | 
After watering our animals and filling our 
vessels with that best—most necessary of all 
heuids—water, we drove on overa poor coun- 
try, and arrived early in the afternoon at the 
old stage statin on Canon Diablo, where we 
found a httle water in round holes in the solid 
teap rock that formed the bed of the canon. 
These boles, which had been formed by the 

action of water turning pebbles and bowlders 
—mabing them spin around—were from one 
to four feet deep, and about one foot m di- 
ameter at their tops, while the bottoms were 
quite small. We found here good grass, and 
gave the animals the benefit of 11. Distance 
made, about frenty-cight miler . 


Sundan, September 4. —Tlis was our first 
Sunday in the wilderness, thatis, on the pres- 
ent journey, and the day was spent in travel- 
ing over a bad road and poor country 
fact 18, this section of Arzona is not of much 
account, and we longed to get over it. So 
we traveled as fast as the nature of the coun- 
try would admit, and late in the afterncon, 
encamped on tbe banks of tho Little Coluia- 
do, or as some call it, Flax River, which gets

ranges of mountains. Betory reaching the 


hiver, we passed through a low range of sanl 
hills, the material of Which had been hard- 
ened by exposure, ete , and curious were the 
shapes into which the sides of the hills had 
been carved by the action of the rain. Series 
and groups of large and small cellules met 
the eye in every direction, arid with the cu- 
rious shapes of the deep red rocks presented 
a picture the like of which is not often seen, 
Iere, indeed, has nature labored with curi- 
ous, unique effect. While going through 
these rocks—tracks of Indians were discov- 
ered. Previous to reaching them, we passed 
over a country covered with flat, volcanic 
stone, in passing over which the sound miade 
by the vehicles led one to imagine that there 
were caverns underneath, Near the river. 
we came across a slough, containing some 
water, and a gon deal of mud. We passed 
over it in safety, after some difficulty, and 
were, for the first time, in the valley of the 
Little Colorado, within sight of the timber 
on its banks, and eager to get a look at the 
stream itself, but our curiosity was not satis- 
fied until we had gone several miles, for the 
water runs through a cañon which had to be 
headed befure the river became accessible. 
After a march of about thirty miles, the road 
turned straight to the river, and Stopped on 
its banks, when all got a sight at and a drink 
of the water, which proved to be better than 
wo had expected. In fact, it contained noth- 
ing deleterious excopt a little salt, which on- 
ly had the effect of making us drink the 
more. The stream is not by any moans a 
large one on the surface, but its bed being of 
quick sands, it was casy for us to perceive 
that here, at least, fully as much water as was 
running upon the surface, was invisible be- 
low, in the mud and.sand.

Monday, S ptember 5,—Traveled up west 
side of Little Colorado, n great part of the 
way over burton, ulkaline flats, About noon, 
accident No. 4, occurred, which was the hent- 
ing of aspindle belonging to tho Culonel’s 
ambulance. Lucluly, we were not fur from 
the river when the wheel refused to turn, and 
Colonel Stoneman was not long in rigging»: 
a purchase which enabled us to get the am- 
bulance to Sunset Ciossing, where a huge 
lire was hindled, the spindle heated and made 
as good as new. Wlnle this work was going 
on the ford was tried, and found passable, 4 
note from Lieutenant Upham, 8d Cavalry, 
who had come down from Camp Mogollon to 
meet the party, was found. It stated that 
the Lieutenant mid his men, were about out 
of rations and could not wait fur the party. 
This was discouraging, and the Colonel sent 
u Sergeant and one man to overhaul the Lieu- 
tenant. After crossing the river, our party 
traveled through some tine valleys—over 
which the river, when ona bender, sweeps 
Grass was plenty. We passed, on road, a 
small, dirty stream of water, running hum 
the east which must be Navajo Creek. We 
made, to day, about thirty mils.

Salinday, September 10.—This day’s journey 
south, was a hard one, for the animals. We

Apaches, whieh may be correct. We creak- 
| ted about the post considerably during the 
(vemng of our first day there, and gleaned 
some facts gard g our red brethren and the 
country, the relation of which may prove in- 
teresting to aur readers; First, then, our 
Linforimants, who appeared to be pretty well 
posted, assured us that the Coyotera band e 
tribe numbered nearly six thousand souls, 
1. % of whom might be classed as warriors, 
but we think this an over-estimate. They 
hase four principal clncfs, EsKelthesaly, 
whose clieftaincy came down to him from 
his ancestors, Peco, Miguel. and Chiquita 
Capitan Miguel has but one cye, but man- 
aves to see clearer with that than do any of 
bie brother chiefs with then two (es. Ina 
word, be rs by far the shrew dest, ablest Indi- 
an ofthe tube The Coyuteros profess to be 
at peace with the whites, bnt these who know 
‘they best, look upon this profersion as a good 
hehe Eskelthesala and hia followers bare 
ſor yems been friendly to us, nog for any love 
they bave for us, in't from motives of policy, 
and no tiner idea of the sentiments of the 
hinajonity of the tribe can be given than the 
‘fret that Eskelthesela, whom they once rer 
Ferenced, and styled “Capitan Grande,” has 
sank into meigmficance and disrepute among 
(them. Yet, we Lave some faith in the peace- 
ful profc-srens of most of the leading chiefs, 
and beheve we can ally them to us by treating 
them squarely and properly; that te by beer 
mga respectable number of truup M thet 
country, assisting them to raise crops and live, 
furmishing them with medicines, and seeing 
that they stay at home, and do not steal away 
on expeditions, When all this is done, the 
Coyoteros may act honestly Their country 
is a dehghtful one, and to their credit beit 
sad, they are passionately fond of it. Go 
where you will through it, you will find plen- 
ty of game, grass, timber and water, with 
suffieant agitenftural land to produce foo 
for thousands of people. They hnow how to 
rase coin, wheat and vegetables, at least the 
women do, and although, of late years, they 
have had bad luck with their crops, they yet 
have corn and fodder to sell to the post. Wo 
know it to be the fixed opinion of most Ari- 
zonians that the Apache cannot be tamed, but 
proper measures for doing so have never be- 
lore been taken, and it may be that this 
opimon will soon be abandoned. We hope 
so, at all events, for itis cheaper, better for 
the country to feed and civilize them than it 
is to fight them, which latter modo o 
dealing with them has so far proven um 
expensive, ineflectual way of subduing them: 
The Coyoteros, speak the same language 33 
their friends and our enemies, the Pinalenos 
and Tontos, and, perhaps the Apache Mohave, 
which latter tribe 1s now nominally at peace 
with us. All being Apaches, they vit en 
other, intermarry, and get along swimming 7 
together, so that it looks ridiculous to 
at peace with one clan, allow them to tecon 
ncpunainted with our ways and meang, W 10 
fiéhting their friends and brothers. Yet, tue 
Coyoteros assert that the other clans ° 
anxious to make peace with us, but the recen 
murders and robberies committed by them u 
not look much like it. All Apaches are on 
good terms with the Zuni and Moquis Indians, 
and a brisk trade is kept up between them 
On the contrary, the powerful Navajo tribe— 
once part and parcel of the Apache nation, 
and now speaking the same language, 5. 
deadly foes to the Apaches, kill them when 
ever and wherever they can, and rob 0 
at every opportunity. The Navajoes are ae 
the scourge of the Moquis and Zunis, an 
being brave Indians, all others are afraid 10 
them. But a little while ago a party of 11955 
king robbers killed a Coyotero and stole $ 
horse, and soon aftor, cut down the wher 
which the poor Zunis had growing, and packe 
it away with thom, The Coyoteros male 195

Notes of a Trip Through Arizona. 


By One Who “Made the ip” 


(ConTINVED.] 


— 


It commenced raining during the afternoon 
of the day we reached Goodwin, and contin- 
ued to do so nearly the whole of the night, 
which pleased the garrison, the more 60 as 
but little rain had e during the sum- 
mer months. Before and during the ratn- 
storm, sky and carth were frequently embla- 
zoned wit lightning, and peals of thuuder 
reverberated from mountain to mountain, 
During the afternoon, a black pall overhung 
the Sierra Blanca coontry, to the noithiwesr, 
and the rain must have descended there in 
torrents. A rainbow—with all its colors 
floated in mid nir over the Gila mountains, 
and added new beauties to the gorgeous sky 
that developed at sunset, when there was a 
lull in the rain storm ancl a light breeze drove 
tho black clouds back over the high sierras. 
Glad were we for being on the south side of 
the Gila, and for having no large streams 
ahead of us to cross, fur we had before ex- 
ponencia great difficulty in crossing the 

White Mountain streams, and traveling 
through the country during wet wenther. 

Friday, September 16.—'The morning of this 
day openend cool and clear, and although the 
previous night had been a pleasant one, for 
Camp Goodwin, we did not rest well in the 
adobe buildings; the atmosphere of which 
was anything but comfortable and refreshing. 
But good colfee, broiled chicken, and other 
nice things—farnished by Lieutenant Robin- 
son, induced considerable vigor, and we turn- 
ed our backs on the feverish spot with un- 
speakable delight, followed up through the 
large, ridh valleys of the Gila, over a muddy 
road, for about thirty mules, when we oncam ped 
within sight of-the river, not far from the 
ancient city known as “Pueblo Biejo.“ In 
following the Gila, this day, we passed over 
some excellent farming und grazing lands. 
Cottonwood and mezquite were plenty, and 
tho nutritious beans that had grown upon the 
latter trees lay thickly strewn upon the 
ground. As there are those who have never 
seen mezquite, we willendeavor to describe 
it, First, then, it is an evergreen, With 
crooked trunk, which frequently rans up ten 
aud twelve feot without a lunb; the Manches 
aro quito numerous; the leaves tiny. All 
over it are numerous thorns, sharp ne pins, 
and stout enough to make themselves felt. 
It makes the very best flrewood aud when 
we take into consideration the valuable beans 
it benrs and the cool shade it affords the 
‘weary traveler, the mezquite with all its 
thorns.—is n beautiful, valuable tree, It 
ffourishes best in tho vicinity of Tueson, 
where there aro immense forests along the 

amta Cruz, but it grows all over Southern 
Arizona. Cottonwoods, of large size, cover 
: the banké and bottoms of the Gila, and with 
: the green grasa, water, ote, form u pleasing 
contrast to the black hills on eitherside, that 
ig, at this point, for above it, for over two 
iundred milos, valleys and hills are clothea 
vith green gruss the year round, mid timber 
ig more frequently met with on the hills. A 
hort distanco below Goodwin, the river 
gonds its way through a great cangn, several 
„Miles in length, There is ono märo canon 
above, between Pueblo Bigjo and old Fort 
egt, á distance of nantly two hundred miles.

Gila, in this vicinity, are formed of granite, 
and there is n great deal of float quartz. 


Sat 1 mber 17. — Five o'clock in the 


morning fonnd us ready to travel; wo turned 
our backs upon tho “Sacred Gila,” and enter. 
ing San bimgon Valley, 
getting out of his blankets, which mast have

recent rains, for the old fire god piesented n 
rather chilly appcarance, After tias elmg 


some fien miles, we reachad some water 


holes, where men and nim ils rested anil rt- 
feshed themselves. By this timo the sun 
had gown warm amlas there was not 80 
much as a me/quite tree in sight of camp, in 
the valley, our little party had to pile close 
together uuder the wagons and ambulances 
Bat it did not take the animals long to fill 
themselves with the rich grasses which grew 
all over the valley, and alter filling the can- 
teens, ete, we hitched up, started, went about 
fifteen miles and made a “dry” camp. Dis- 
tance traveled, about (huty miles. 

Sunday, Sepcuber 18, opened bright and 
beautiful, and we were not long in getting 
on the fon]. As some of our party had been 
to Camp Bowie, prominent Jandmuks near 
that post were pomted out, and we knew 
that the place was not far aff. Col Stone- 
man, who was one of the flist Americans fo 
travel throngh thiatugion, recognized the fa- 
mous Stein’s Peah, Cathedral Roch, us Ca- 
bezer, otc. We passed Graham Mountain, 
Which bat stuek to us, or, nunen We to lt, 
since leaving Camp Goodwin, end saw be- 
tween it and the Chnecahnua Mountains, a 
long, na row valley, through which the route 
of the 82d parallel railroad passes, and known 
as Railiuad Pass. We soon entered Ewe'l's, 
now Apache Pass, and memory fever ting to 
the honid cleeds that had therein been en- 
acted, by Apaches, a feehng of msecunty 
cam over us, and our eyes tpt busy wateh 
for the red-skins The read from Sin Simeon 
valley, winds mound through a narrow paso 
or canon, along the bed of a merh, for some 
fiveoraix miles, when rt ascends rolling hills. 
Bowie p located upon one of those bills, a 
httle south of the road, and a shart distance 
east of the springs which form che eicek. In 
going up to the post, we parsed the ten stamp 
quartz untl of the Apache Pass Mining Com 
puny, which, for want of water, was (us 
lying idle. Tt was abear 10 od nh in the 
forenyun When our ambulances drew up in 
front of the officer's quarters, and we wore 
quartered as follows’ Col Stoneman and 
Major Cogswell, with Captam R F B unard, 
Doctor Wirtz and ourself, with Captain Ger- 
ald Russell and Dr W. II Smith, and we as- 
eure the reader that all fared sumptuonsly 
Dating the nitennoon, Dr Sunth piloted us 
around the post, and pointed out almost ev- 
erything that Was worth seang As the 
post tiadei’s store of Tully, Ochoa, & Co, 
was the first institution met with, we eñtered 
it, expecting to get maimed or wounded, for 
we knew that Sydney R. DeLong, one of the 
firin, who had charge of it, had goed reason 
for not loving us foo well. Now, most of our 
Territonal readers will recollect the fact that 
Mr. DeLong edited the Tucson slrezonan for 
a long time; that duning that time tLe Ar- 
zoren and Minin bad several wordy encoun- 
ters; that the Tucson papa generally got the 
best of us, and that’s just what we expected 
would influence Mr DeLong to “mash” us 
into pulp But, luckily, he had gone a short 
distance fiom home, and we mache boldly 
through tho premises and partook of the 
numerous good things offered us by his aw- 
commodating and generous assist mts, The 
bulding—a large adoho-—was scrupulously 
clean, and well filled with everything used 
hy suldiers and citizens, Inone loom, was as 
fine a bilhard table as anz in the Territory, 
which had bem brought all the way fion St 
Lous, Mo, at considerable cost. Having 
seen all the sights here, we started down hill 
A few steps bionght us to tlesprings, around 
which a portion of the Caen Column 
once had a dnisk fight with Indias, for 
possession of the water. We believe the 
head of the column had reached within: rifle 
shot of the water, when it recerscd a valley 
of bullets and nriows fron the Indian column 
—wihich was posted on the Inll-tops, bebind 
rocks, under the famous chief, Chies. We 
do not now recollect more about this fight 
than that sein! Americans lost thor lives 
in it, and the whole column was stayed in its 
onward mach untiha few howitzers were 
brought up, placed in position, and Lo, the 
accursed ludian, shelled out of his fortifica- 
tions. 

Leaving this spot, we soon armived at the 
quartz mill, whieh presented n very povaly- 
stucken appearance, There being no cover- 
ing over the machinery, stamps, dies, engine, 
ete,, were badly rusted, and the whole con 
cern was fast becoming worthless, Instinct 
led us to the dump pile, where lav about a“ 
ton of refuse ore, in precesof which, our eyes 
detected several “colors” and small peces 
of gold. Tuo ledge crops out of a high 
mountain not far from the mil, and is, uo 
doubt, a good one. The conntry rock in the 
viemity is limestone, but the greater portion 
of the Chiricahua range is granite. We were 
told that the owners of tho null intended to 
move it to Bear creck—distant four miles — 
where there is plenty of water the year round, 
In answer to questions ssked a party of 
Rio Grande Mexic eins Who were making ado- 
bes around the mill, we were told that * eol- 
lors” of gold had been found ia several pla- 
evs in the range; that south of Bowie, the 
monntain was much higher and covered with 
largo pinetices. But, sad they, “Los 
Apaches macho malo.” which told the whole 
story, that they were afraid to explore the 
mountains for richer diggings. 

The nest thing that attiaeted our atten- 
tion was the graveyard, in which ꝛcposed the 
bodies of many persons who had lost their 
lives in combats with the Apaches; those 
who had been waylaid and murdered, and a 
few who had died of disease. Knowing that 
persons now living have friends buried there, 
it may be a source of consolation to them to 
know that the graves of their departed frends 
at Camp Bowib, are markod with slabs, and 
that groon grass grows upon every mound. 

Whilo the Indians of this yicinjty are, and 
have been, tho worst on this continent, we 
must do them the justice to state what has 
boon told us by scores of white men; that 
they were friendly to Americans until an un- 
lucky circumstanee occurred at the fort.

Dis 
tance mide, about lirenty fre miles 
Tuesday, September 20.— Heavy tains ha; ing 
fallen upon the mountain ranges in the viem- 
ity during the afternoon and meht of Mon- 
day, the air was qaite chilly when we awohe 
this morning, and we fancied ouselyes away 
up in the great ranges of Northern Arizona 
Learning that the mail coach for the east had 
arrived during tbe night, we sallied forth m 
quest of news, but learned nothing further 
than that Lieutenants Cushing and Bourke, 
with thar gallant command, wore encamped 
near Dragoon Springs, having just returned 
there from chasing Apaches We passed. on 
the road, a large train of wagons, which were 
diawn by oxen, and belonging to the enter 
piising lum of Tully & Ochoa, of Tucson 
The tram was in charge of Mr. Tull y, and 
was on tts way to Tucson, with goods which 
had been purchased in St. Louis, and shipped 
by rul to Carson, the wisten terminus of 
the Kansas Pacific. We artived abont noon 
at the Upper Crossingof the San Pedro river. 
where We tested until about thice o'clock, 
when we traveled on about ten miles, and 
made a dry camp, Whole distance travelod 
about thirty-five miles. Tho wash from the 
mountains on cither side of the road passed 
over to-day consisted of granite and quartz 
and we know, of no better section of South- 
ern Atizonain which to prospect for gold 
silver, and other minerals, 
While stopping at the crossing of the San 
Pedro, we learned that that river rises in So- 
nora, in what is known as tho Watehuqua 
Mountains, and flows northward towards the 
Gila, of which it is a tributary, It is about 
two hundred miles in length, and upon it aro 
some excellent valleys, whioh are now being 
settled and brought under cultivation. The 
water —of which there is an abundance for 
purposes of irrigation, ete., runs in a narrow 
channel nearly all the way from its source to 
ite month. Tho country in which it rises, is 
said to be a delightful one, heavily timbered 
with pine, cte, and covered with good gruss. 
The only timber met with on the lower por- 
tion of the river is mezquite and cottonwood 
but these are quito plenty.

The Corn Question. 


To the Elitor of the Arizona Miner: 

I sec. in last week’s issue of the Miner, a 
statement of the probable amount of corn 
raised by the different farmers in this portion 
of the county, signed by C,“ (1,185 tons). 
I think if C would divide 1,185 by three, and 
the product by two, he would tind the amount. 
I cannot see the use of persons trying to ex- 
aggerate at such a rate as C is trying to do. 
That the corn crop is a total failure in many 
places is needless to deny, and on almost all 
ranches the supply will not equal the de- 
mand; or,in other words, there was more 
corn fed and planted last spring by the farm- 
ers, than the farmers have raised. Perhaps 
O has a six or seven cent contract, and would 
hke to buy corn. Now I will tell you what 
I think about it. PI have visited a great many 
farms in this part of the county, and talked 
with a great many farmers from other parts, 
and they all agree in saying that there was 
not one-fourth of a corn crop raised; and if I 
were a betting man, I would bet C ten dol- 
lars against a bushel of red apples that corn 
will be worth 123 cents per pound next 
March. So farmers, hold on to your corn 
if you can, and you are sure to geta good 
price for it before corn comes again, It is a 
very easy thing to credit a man with 25 or 
50 tons, but that does not make it so, O has 
got mo down for 18 tons, and 1 will thank 
my stars if I get. six; and other men with 
tons, who have not got enough corn to feed a 
six mule team, 

Tam not an aspirant for any office, or very 
anxious to get my name in the papers, but I 
think the trath and nothing but the trath 
should be told at all times.

THE WEEKLY 
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MR, RICHARD C. McCORMIOK, 


Brief Sketch of the Man; His Sayings and 
Doings, Since His Advent into this 
Territory as a Federal Official. 


Every Arizona render of the Mixen must, eic 
this, be aware that an election is to be held 
throughout the Ter titory, on the eighth day óf 
November next, and that, on that day, thé eltizens 
of the Territory will have a merry time nt the ex- 
pense of thé politicians, for there are n gi ent many 
of tho latter in the feld, and knowing the gener- 
ous natures of Arizona oflice-seekera, we risk 
nothing in predicting that they will treat voters 
often and well, 


WHAT THE ELECTION WILL BE POR, 

This clection will be for Delegate to Congress, 
Members of the Legislature, county and township 
olllcers. Delegate to Congress being considered 
the highest, most important, best-paying ofice in 
the pile, two persons have consented to run for it, 
and they and thelr fi lends are now running all 
over the Territory, cach anxious to secure the 
prize. One of the candidates, R C McConwicx, 
has, heretofore, been very lucky in obtalning and 
holding office, and expects his former good Inck 
to accompany him upon this raid. Butas he isa 
bashful man, aud may feel a deheacy about teling 
the dear people what he has done and said for 
them, since 1863, we will introduce him, and 
relate some of those sayings and doings that have 
malle his name n honschold word throughout this 
Teritory: Mi McCormick is a slight, active 
young man, between 40 and 45 years of age, (we 
think); rather good-looking, but yet, not fond of 
looking at any person mote than a second or two, 
owing, We presume, to the activity of his massive 
brain, and the tendency of his heen vision to 
watch all the corners. 


Being a member of the Young Men's Christian 
Association of New York, one would naturally 
capect him to be of a pious turn of mind, and 
opposed to handling bottles and tumblers, but it 
is said that he has fallen from grace, tn these ro 
spects, 

HOW UE ACHIEVED “ FAME,” 
He first became known to fame as a “ pennisi,” 


—pig-pennist, we may term it, for the literary: 


effort that brought him to the notice of a pub- 
lisher, was bis hoggish account of Queen Victo- 
rin's grunters, written by bim while on 2 visit to 
that lady's bach-yard, near Windsor Palace. Pub- 
lished by itself, and offered for sale at Cincinnati, 
this porky work might have brought author and 
publisher a sung fortune; but, unluchily for both, 
they tacked on an account of some travels in Eu- 
rope, put on the title page, From St. Paul's to 
St. Sophia,” which ruined thcir prospects. This 
was n sad mistake, and if Mr. MeCormich has for- 
gotten it, his publisher has not. 

Hig CAREER AS A WARRIOR AND STATESMAN, 

Shortly after this profitiess venture, our civil 
war broke out, and so did Mr. MeCormich's “pa- 
triotlsm.“ He went to the wars, not as a soldier, 
for that would have been too dangerous a charac- 
ter for Lim to have appeared in. Proſessiug to 
believe in the old, played-out adage, The pen is 
mightier than the sword,“ be pocketed several 
pens, and ackaneed to the reat as war coriespon- 
dent of the New York Post. But he soon came 
lo the conclusion that the rebels could be con- 
quered without the aid of his pen, beat a hasty 
telieat for Washington, procuied the appoint- 
ment of Secretary of this Territorysand started 
for Arizona with the other offlcimls. He remained 
at gauta Fe, New Mexico, long enough to secure 


government wagons, along with the balance of 
to old Fort WInpple free óf cost. He also pro- 


ded New Mexico and Arizona, an order, directing 
the Commissary at Fort Whipple to furnish him 
(Mr. MeCormick) such provisions as he might 
require for hit own use, said provisions to be 
returned in Lind, by Mr. McCormick. Fortified 
with this order, his commission, press and ty pe, 


and arrived at old Fort Whipple, on the 22d of 
Jannary, 1864 We were in a diferent portion of 
the Territory, at that time, but know that himself 
and party met with a cordial reception, from citi-+ 
zens nnd soldiers. 

HE ISSUES A PAPER. , 

The first number of his paper made its appear- 
ance March 9, 1864, but for reasons which all old 
Arizonians know, his name did not appear as edi- 
tor or publisher, although be owned and edited 
the sickly thing then and up to the fall of 1867. 

WE REMOVES TO PRESCOTT. 

Mr. McCormick continued to live on Govern- 
mont provisions, at old Fort Whipple, until the 
post was abandoned, some time In May, when 


“tthe Government,” its press, and camp followers, 


followed the troops, and settled on Granite creck, 
about a milo above Fort Whipple of the present 
day, and opposite the site upon which Prescott 
now stands, which, we believe, had then been 
selected for the capital of the Territory. 
HE TAKES UP A NANO, AND BUILDS TWO FABRICS 
Mr. McCormiak, “with his usual cnorgy,” was 
to take up avranch, and to erect a 
«ghantic” on the town-site. There being no saw- 
mill then in the country, and no lumber at Fort 
Whipple, our “energetic Secretary „was forced 
fo buy tho material for bis houso fiom vulgar 
whip-saws yrs, and pay dear for it, too, something 
no had not recently been in the babit of doing! 
ME IS TROUBLED, AND USES LOW STRATEGY. 
This troubled him a great deal; bnt he had not 
much lime to brood over it. Tho lumber had to 
be put together, as soon ns possible, and to do 
this, carpenters were needed. At the time we 
speak of, this class of mechanics were scarce in 
the country, and what fow there were here, asked, 
necor ding to Mr. McQoimick’s ideas, outrageous 
wages.

fop them, A house, for the * outit” to reside in, 
had to be erected; the Secretary informed the 
military oſlleer having charge of subsistence stores 
that if he were to furnish provisions ott of the 
commissury, under General Carleton's order, it

given to impecunious prospectors, who went into 
the hills and bunted up the mines Mr. MeCor- 
mick & Co. so much coveted. Aud, to this day, 
it is alleged, Government has not received one 
cent in payment for all these rations! Besides, iti 
has paid as rent to Mr. MeCoi mick, for this iden- 


urce to this “honest, patriotic, statesmanlke ” g 
act, it may not be out of place to state that while 
these things were going on, the poor soldieis, 
were living on half rations, and those of them 
who had greenbacks, bought hard biead from 
some of Mr. McCormick’s “outfit” fer forty 
cents per pound, (gold) at a time when green- 
backs were worth but fifty cents on the dollar !“! 
For this, we presume, he expects the votes of all 
California Volunteers now in the country. 
HE WANTS TO GO TO CONGRESS. 

The next move of the great little man was to 
run for Congress, but he was overruled by the 
balance of the firm, and gave way to Col. Poston 


by the aid of the military and the McCormick 
outfit. Leib was a straight Republican, and 
upright Tiat Poston-— well, some pedple called 
him 4 Sccessfonist. But McCormick came to his 
rescue, vouched for his loyalty, and abused Leib 
and his friends. 

Ata later date, when Col. Poston was in the 
field against Coles Basbford, the clique candidate, 
Mr. MeCormick accused Mr. Poston of disloy- 
alty, and, after Poston had been defeated, Me- 
Cormick went so far as to abuse Radical Repub- 
Heans, of this county, who bad supported Poston, 
of being ‘impracticables, and of having voted for 
à man of “doubtful loyalty.” Not content with 
this, he informed these “turbulent Radicals,” as 
he termed them, that as law-abhiling citizens they 
were inferior to the Southerners then in the Ter- 
ritory, and that he would be pleased to see them 
follow the good example set them by said South- 
eimers! Aud, yet, many of the Radicals talk, 
se1ously, of sending Mr. McCormick to Congress 
a second time! vi 

HE GOES LAST AND PLAYS A “SHARP” TRIOK, 

After the election of 1564, Mr. McCormick went 
east, ostensibly to sell some mining property for 
our miners, many of whom he had gulled into 
the belief that he was a very influential individual. 
Arriving at New York he forgot all his, promises 
tothe “honest miners,” went to work for No. 1, 
and, it is said, succeeded in bilking—that is the 
proper word—some man or men with wild-cat 
tect belonging to Limself,—tho sale of. which has 
proved detrimental to the mining mtcrests of the. 
Terstory. 

TID MAKES A SPEECH ANP SLANDERS OLD ARI- 
2 ZONANS, 


It was during this visit that he made the famous,

have seen it say, he asseried that the old citizens 
of Arizona were men who bad fled from the States 
to escape being punished for crimes they had 
committed, or words to that effect.

hig printing investment. We do, although ho has 
always been close and penurious with our follow- 
ernltsmen. But, how do tax-payers all over the 
Territory feel about it? Ah, there is the rub.

thelr poll-tax, do ft grudgingly, and are of no pos-

In this connection, we might say something 
bout the vast sums of money paid the man who 
pasted the Howell Code together, the Attorney-

people by McCormick & Co., to keep up the dig- 
nity of the central figures of the Teritorial “Gov- 
ernment,” and the Treasury trom overflowing. 
But we will not do so now. We must, however, 
speak onr mind about that big Territorial printing 
bill of Mr. McCormick's; for there really must 
have been some mistake made in making out the 
hills. It cart be otherwise, for the Torritory’s 
bill for printing, since that time, has not, we ven- 
ture to suy, exceeded $1,000 or $1,500, 

HE FINALLY "MAKES THE RIVFLE,” AND OOES TO 
CONGRESS. 

Wo have sald, and still say, that Mr. McCor- 
mick came to the Territory in 1863, with the in- 
tention of, some day, going to Congress as Dole- 
gate fiom the Territory—a very laudable inten- 
tion, or desire, on his part, and one for which 
nobody can blame him. With this object in view 
he conducted his paper and deported himself In n 
manner which, be no doubt thought, would please 
men Whom he looked upon as the leaders of both 
political parties, and, also, win the esteem of a 
sufficient number of voters of both parties, to 
raise him toa position which ambition prompted 
him to attain. The iesult of this course was such 
as might have been expected by a shrewder poli- 
tician than Mr. McCormick, and in saying this, we 
must not be understood as insinuating that he is 
not possessed of considerable ability and shrewd- 
ness. But owing to the foree of ci cumstances, 
he had to yield, first, to Col. Poston, second, to 
Gov. Goodwin, and last, to Governor Bashford,— 
all members of his owu clique, and, with himself, 
.mahers of slates that under no circumstances 
“were to be broh en. Bal, his luin arrived at last 
A trail to Washington was opened for him’; he 
took a good look at it, saw that it was feasible, 
and coucluded to take it. In oder to make a 
sure tip of it, it became necessary for him to 
agree to certain conditions, and do one very dis- 
honorable act, which, we regret to say, he did. 
Ever since the location of the capital at Prescott, 
the people of the town of Tucson, in Pima coun- 
ty, bnd tried hard to get it away from us, but they. 
never accomplished their purpose untill the fall 
of 1877, when ti ey bribed at least two members of 
the Legislature to vote for removal. lese mem- 
bers were N. Lewis, of Mobave county, who got 
$1,500 for his vote, and ALEXANDER Meknr, 
(then of Yuma, but now of Pima), where he fills: 
a position under the Federal Goverument, who 
sold for the same amount, but who, thank God, 
never got a cent of the money, for the reason that 
the man who held it, iefused to pay it to Mek ey 
after the passage of the bill. And, now for the 
part Mr. McCormick, who, at that time, was Gov- 
ernor of the Territory, acted in the corrupt trans- 
action: While we cannot say, with certainty, that 
he received the promise of-moncy, or property in 
Tucson, we feel pretty safe in affirming that he 
sold himself for the vote of Pima county, which 
was pledged to him by its Representatives. These 
facts we learned recently, winle at Tucson, from 
some of the men who bought Mr. McCormick, 
and who stand ready to prove thei) assertions. * 
As there are many people vow in the country 
who were not here atthe time of the corrupt 
transactions by which Prescott was robbed of thu 
capital, and as some people may not kuow why it 
was necessary to purchase Mr. McCoimick’s Influ- 
ence in the matter, we will eaplam He, it must 
be recollected, was at that time Governor of the 
Territory, and being clothed with absolute veto 
powers, every bill which the Legislature might 
pass would have to be approved by him before 
becoming n law. The people of Pima county 
knewsthis. They were also aware that Mr, Me- 
Cormick desired, above all other things, to go to 
Congress, and knowing full well, thel: ability to 
send him there, by fraudulent means, they sound- 
ed him upon the subject when he visited Qucson, 
in 1866, aud found him open for such an offer. 
Upon his return to Prescott, it was noticed that a 
change had come over himself nnd his paper. 
The friends he had lost by his two-faced course— 
politically and othe: wise—could not be won back 
to his support; the circulation of his paper had 
dwindled down to about fifty paying subsgribers, 
and he knew that the people of Northern Arizona 
would not support him for Congicss. He, thore 
fore, advised the people of Tucson, through his 
paper, to perfect their arrangements for the remo- 
val of the capital, and when the timo for sigulng u 
bill for that purpose came, be would bo ready to 
do his share of the work. Meantime, ho com- 
menced selling his property here, the principal 
item of which was the Minen establishment, 
which he simost forced upon us in Septembor, 
1867, a few days before the assombling of the 
Legislature. Previous to purchasing it, we asked 
Mr. McCormick what would be the use of pur- 
chasing so much mater inl at that time, when it 
was the general supposition that the „ Govern- 
ment” of the Territory, from which the paper 
had hitherto derived its support, would, in less 
than a month, be on wheels, bound for Tucson, 
when he assured us, “upon lis honor,” ¿hat the 
capital would not be removed.” Trusting to his 
“honor,” we, took tho metallle ineubus off his 
hands for more than it had cost him, and were 
astonished, when, n fhort time afterwards, we 
learned that he had gone back on his word, and 
signed the bill for the remaval of the capital, 
bill which he very well knew liad been carried 
through the Legislature by bribery and’ corrap- 
tion, against the wishes of a majority of the alti- 
zens of tho Territory, and tho most vital interests 
of the pcople of Prdscott and vicinity.

THE ELECTION 

For Delegate came off June 6, 1868, and McUor- 
mick was defeated by a majority of the legal votes 
cast. But there were’ other than logal votes cast 
and counted, too, so he set aside the will of the 
citizens of this Territory, had tho illegal vote of 
Pima county (which was cast for him), counted, 
and that giving him a fraudulent majority, he 
drew up a certificate of election, got tho proper 
officer to sign it, and pnt ont for Washington to 
resign his commission as Governor, and take his 
sent as Delegate from a Territory thederal.voters 
of which had rejected him. Tie went there by the 
vote — lega) and ilegai—of onb county—Pima, 
All the other counties of the Territory—Yavapal, 
Yuma, Mohave aud Pah Ute—having cast major- 
ities agalust him! And yet he styled lumself 
“Delegate from Arizona!“ Congress knew this, 
and treated him like any other carpot-bagger— 
with contempt. 


Of course, he denies having been elected by 
illegal totes, but we would like to know what 
right he has to say so, when we have the word of 
Lientenant Garrett, U S. Army, that 100 soldiers 
voted for him at Camp Crittenden, 20 of whom 
went, afterwards, to two different precincts, and 
east their votes for him. The same is trne of 
nearly all the troops that were then in Pima 
county. At Tucson, Tubac and other, places, 
hundreds of citizens of Mexico voted for him 
some of them as often as threo times in ona day. 
This will not bo the case in Pima at tho coming 
election, and Mr. McCormick knows it, The 
soldiers aud Mexicans know him better now, and 
hig friends cannot rally the Mevicans to the polls 
with their old war ciles against the Americans of 
Northern Arizona. The people of both sections 
have learned sense since last election; have con- 
cluded to donl fairly by each other; to work for 
the interests of the whole Territory. In a word, 
the sectional hatred engendered by Mr. McCor- 
mick and his clan, to further their political inter- 
‘ests, has almost died out, and, although the pco- 
ple of Tucson and Prescott may contlhnuo ſo strive 
for the capital, ete., they will never again hate 
each other as they have. 

OTEN MATTERS. 

We might keep on for n long time, reviewing 
this gentleman's official career, from his first 
entry Into the Territory until he started for Wash- 
ington, and pile up more reasons why our people 
should nof honor bim with officc, any more; but 
the work has already grown distasteful to us, and 
but for the duty we owe ourself and the Térritory, 
so much would not have been said, as all know 
that the course of the Mixnn has been to praise 
publie men for the good they have done, and look 
with charity, upon their shortcomings. But, Mr. 
McCoimick is now on trisl before the people, and 
challenges his opponents to show wherein he hus 
failed as a public servant, and it being our special 
duty to do so, we shall, m addition to whnt wo 
have already said and established, prohanhat 
he was guilty of a grent wrong—when—through 
ignorance of the provisions of the Organic 
Act, or fiom a desire lo grasp more power 
than that Act gave him—he took from tho 
Legislature of the Teirltory power which 
that body had no right to part with, 
or confer upon him or aùy one else. Wo mean 
the right to apportion members of the Legislature 
to the several counties, By taking this Job upou 
his hands, and doing the work for three years, he 
not only caused trouble and law sults to arise 
between the Territory and the countics, but he 
actually caused people to open their eyes nnd in- 
quire whether or not there existed in the Terri- 
tory such a thing as a Territorial organizition, or 
government; whether tho titles thoy bad secured 
to proporty during all this time were good or bad, 
nnd whether, in such a state of doubt—chaos, or 
whatever you wieh to call It, they could bo forced 
to pay taxes. And they had good rensons for 
doubting, as one of the Justices of the Snpremo 
Court had decided that owing to this act—tbe ap- 
portioning by Governor McCormick—the Organle 
Act had been violnted, and all power thercin gran- 
ted the Territory bad lapsed to the glyer—the 
Federal Government. But, Congress hap gottled 
the question for the time balag, and, wu hope for- 
over, by An Act legalizing the npportfonments, as 
made by tlie Governor. Now, it is said, that the 
Supremo Court, nud not Congress, should hava 
first acted -upon the matter, so that we may yet 
have trouble upon this point. At any rate, it was 
very wrong in Mr. McCormick to have brought 
this troubles:pon the Territory. 


These nro a few of the reasondvhy Arizonans— 
Democrats aud Republicans—should not vote for

i Indians--Military. 


G. BROOKE, 


Since the murder of Dennison and Edwards, 
some three weeks ago, the savages bave not, so 
far as we have been able to learn, committed 
any very serions crime in this vicinity. Mean- 
while they have been quite active around Tucson, 
in the southern part of the Territory. September 
28th, a party of Pinel Apaches were all fixed to 
attack Major Morrow, of the Pay Department of 
the Army, who was proceeding from Tucson to 
Camp Grant, with an escort of 8 men, The 
savages were secreted behind rocks, on the hills, 
near Canyon del Oro, near where they had for- 
merly attacked the train of Tully & Ochoa. 
The paymaster and party had almost reached (he 
hiding place of the Indians, when u Mr. Ortiz, 
who bad ebargo of a train belonging to J. Gold- 
berg & Co., of Tucson, (which was encamped 
close by.) came upon the savages, and was 
instantly shot. Paymaster Morrow and party, 
and the Mexicans then charged on the savages, 
killed 2, and wounded several. 

October 8th, a party of Indians attacked n 
herd, near Tucsón, were driven off by fhe berd- 
ers, pursued, and two of their number killed, by 
Messrs. Lee and Ridge. The latter gentleman 
came near losing bis life in the fight. The Indians 
killed three head of stock. 

The same day, near Camp Crittenden, the 
savages attacked the train of Mr. Stockton, but 
were driven off. 

Lieutenant Cushing and command followed the 

trall of the Canyon del Oro Indian party, which 
Jed northward towards Pinal Mountain, but, up 


to this writing, all that had been heard from bim 
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„as that tho Indians had wounded two of his 
men, while the troop was watering the horses. 
The wounded men were sent back to Camp 
Grant, and Cushing dashed off after the Indians. 
His force consisted of about 70 men, nearly all 
of whom have, heretofore distingushed them- 
selves by killing Apaches. 

Firat Lieutenant E. W. Stone, A. A. A. G., bas 
received news from Captain Wm. Mce. C. Netter- 
ville, 21st Infantry, in command of the expedi: 
tion to establish a post in the Pinal conntry. 
The Captaiu states that he had found a splendid 
site for a post, in a region where timber, water, 
graas and Indians, were quite plenty, and that 
he had set the Infantry to building log houses; 
the Cavalry to hunting Indians. Tho troops 
under his command are: K, Ist Cavalry, Licu- 
tenant A. J. Barrett, E and I, 2st Infantry. Lien- 
tenant Silva and A. A. Surgeon Dods were with 
the command. The Pinals have said that they 
would never permit n post te be built in their 
country, and as they are the bravest, most war- 
like of the Apaches, they may endeavor to drive 
Netterville from the country, but they will fod 

that an up-hill business. General Stoneman ex- 

peota good results from this new post, and wo 
hope his expectations will be realized. 

We believe it to be the General's intention to 


“push the Indians, from every point, as soon as 
„this post is made so tliat a few Infantry men can 
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dofend it. Meanwhile, Lieutenant Cusbing's 
éommand, and a large party of Cavalry, from 
Camp Verde, will be keptin the field, hunting 
the Reds, and we know that Colonel Sanford, of 
MeDowell, is not- going to remain idle, when 
there “ig so much game in the woods.“ 

Thanks to General Sherman and Colonel 
Stoneman, the companies are now being filled 
up with recrujis—some 500 of whom will have 
arrlyed in the Territory by the middle of Novem- 
ber, soon after which time, wo expect to see grent 
activity in our little Army. 

While somo of our citizens place great falth in 
the „friendly“ Mohaves, there axe those who 
think they haye not been living up to their 
agreement with Captain O Belrne. 


„ The Pimas, it ia said, are growing meaner 


‘every day, and the belief is that they will soon 
brenk ont in open hostility to the whites. Their 
depredations on the industrious white settlers of 
Salt River bhaye of late boen many and great, 
And. unless, thoy are made to cease plundering 
aid destroying their property, blood will be 
shed.

Mr. McCormick Again.

We again chronicle the advent of that mi- 
gratory politician, Richard C. McCormick. 
He comes with less of tho “pomp and cir- 
cumstance” usually attending his perigdical 
political migrations to this locality, but, heis 
heref and for the old reason. 
solicitation of the thin.crgwd of friends who 
80 warmly welcomed him. He gave an ac- 
count of himself, at the Court House, and, 
in a speech of some two hours, tried to con- 
vince his audience that he had performed 
miracles at Washington, and achieved won- 
ders for Arizona, particularly Northern Ari- 
zona. IIe commenced with a great deal of 
vigor and gesticulation, and the frequent use 
of the inevitable personal pronoun “TJ,” for 
which his writings are so remarkable, and 
thoroughly convinced the great majority of 
his listeners that his political obituary will 
soon he written. IIe said he had but a sim- 
ple story to tell inanswer to the question, 
„What has. MeCormick done,” and, accord- 
ingly launched forth in a labored attempt to 
cover up his tracks, and whitewash his rot- 
ten carcass, He first claimed credit for hav- 
ing succeeded in getting Congress to legal- 
ize his own illegal acts. Said he had tried 
hard to get permission to raise volunteers, 
but had failed in doing so. On the Pima In- 
dian question, he set himself down as fayor- 
able to their removal; denied any knowledge 
of the survey of their reservation, which 
took in the ranches of poor white men, and 
left that of Hooper, Whiting & Co’s out. 
But his denial amounted to nothing. IIe is 
the father of the nefarious scheine to 
rob poor whites of their lands. IIe forgot 
to tell how in 1868, he tried haid to get the 
Pimas to voto for him. Ile next claimed 
credit for having got ai ms from the Govern- 
ment for the Territory, but he deserves, none. 
The General Government has always given 
States and Territories certain arms, and this 
Territory has not yet got her share. Know- 
ing that Gen. Thomas is dead, he tried to 
rob that noble warriur of the credit for hav- 
ing Arizona created a separate Military De- 
partment, with headquarters at Prescott. Ie 
also forgot to state that he tried his best to 
get headquarters located at Tucson or Fort 
Yuma. But we have the word of a high 
military officer that McQormick did really 
work against Prescott in this respect. The 
surveying District—ah ! that was a big thing 
for the Territory, and a bigger thing for Mr. 
McCormick, who had the office located in his 
own house in Tucson, so that be could gobble 
the appropriation, for office rent, ete. Then 
the mail. He had served us well in this mat- 
ter., X he had (?) Whew he went to 
Washington, we had semi-weekly servico 
upon the Prescott and San Bernardino route, 
and weekly service, to California, via the Mo- 
have route. Now, we have weekly service, 
only, over one route—the San Bernardino. 
And we have seen it stated that he even 
tried to have that taken off, and make this 
section get along with a mail from Pima Vil- 
lages or Maricopa Wells. IIe then went af- 
ter General Sherman, who, he said, was un- 
friendly to tue Territory, which statement 
we know to bo false. The fact of the mat- 
ter is, Sherman snubbed McCormick, and 
Mac, not daring to fight him at Washington, 
fired a equib at him from Prescott He 

sneered at Stoneman because that officer had 
tried to get for us increased mailservice; be- 
cause he is building two roads that will do 
more to aid us than everything else that has 
been dono for us, and because Stoneman 
would not descend from his high position as 
a gentleman to help elect Mr. McCormick. 
But, Stoneman will survive the attacks of 
McCormick and his lazy followers. He told 
a whopper when he accused Sylvester Mowry 
of having said in Tucson, that „alle Cor- 
mick’s mail routes started from Prescott.” 
Mowry knew better, and never said it, for all 
know that there are but two routes in the 
Northern portion of the Territory upon 
which service is performed, while there are 
at least five south of the Gila. Then, he got 
down and claimed credit for having money- 
order offices established here. Well, ho may 
have done something towards it, but we know 
that -our Postmaster had more to do witk the 
matter than McCormick. He had asked for 
a survey of the boundury line betwen this 
Territory and New Mexico, and his request 
was not complied with. He claimed the 
credit of having got two more Indian agents. 
Spoke of the survey of the Upper Colorado, 
how he had laid awake nights, praying for 
the success of the explorers, He then shift- 
ed to geology, and was pleased to state that 
he had got Oongress to appropriate a small 
sum for making a geological survey of the 
Territory. which was about the only tbing 
he had done. IIe then took an imaginary: 
ride over the proposed railroad, or railroads, 

but didn't say which of the routes he pre- 
ferred. But, that is neither hero nor there, 

as all know that he is in with Fremont. Tho 
town-site question was next handled by him, 

and he grew quite savage over it, because 
some men had put up good houses on a few 

vacant lots, which he laid claim to. IIe said 

the jumpers would have to jump off quicker 

than they. had jumped on; when he went 

back to Washington and got a title to the 

town-site, But, why didn't he get title at 

lagt scasion, as ho promised faithfully to do?

cept to keep the U. S. Mail waiting alx or 
eight hours, until he writes up a batch of lies 
to send in it. Ho then came back on the peo- 
ple af Prescott; told them he was under no 
obligations to them for his election, and that 
all he had done for them was because of his 
fuirness | : 

He even insulted our people when he said 
“that he had sold bis ranch and lots here, simp- 
‘iy because he feared they would jump them. 
This was refreshingly cool, but not quite so 
much so as the statement that he was one of 
the largest tax-payors in the county, which 
all know to be a very great lic, He then 
went on in a pitiful strain about the Press 
not having credited him with all the good he 
had done, said he had sent us all his speeches, 
bills, cte., which was another Indian asser- 
tion. He had tried hard to get appropria- 
tions for Public buildings, but hadn't. Talked 
about Revenue building Penitentiary, when 
he knew most if not all of it was all swallowed 
arp in “salaries,” 
tories had got more favors or better protec- 
tion then ours. But his denial is only another 
proof of his total depravity. Denied having 
bad a hand in the Cusenbary affair, but spoke 
of Mr. C. very highly, and begged people to 
yote for him.. He dwelt upon this matter 
quite a while, and looked guilty of being the 
father of the movement. He then went after 
the Tucson Arizonan for having thrown off on 
him; accused its editor of having attempted to 
black-mail him; said he was going co have a 
brand new organ, and that it would sit beau- 
tiflly on the fence. Tie next paid his re- 
spects to his opponent, Mr. Brady, accused him 
of faithlessness, ete., but did not say, as do 
his strikers, that Brady is galvanized, because 
he happens to have a Mexican lady for a wife! 
Ile also paid his respects to Sylvester Mowry. 
Finally, this tricky politician, who is trying 
to get votes by telling Republicans, that he 
is a Republican, and swearing to Democrats 
that he is a Democrat, went into a lengthy 
argument to prove what he knew to be false, 
that a Republican Congress would do more 
for him, than for a decent Democrat. For 
falsity of which, we need but point to the 
Delegates from Montana, Idalio, and Wyom- 
ing. We have thought so, too, but after hav- 
ing sent four professed Republicans to

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Report of Grand Jury, for 1870. 


To the Honorable Judge of the District Ce of 

Yavapai County, Arizona: 

The Grand Jury of Yavapai County, summoned 
fur the October term of the District Court, to in- 
quire into offences against the laws of the Terri- 
tory, have had before it six cases, have found 
three True Bills and dismissed or ignored three. 

We have had before us four other cases of 
offences against the laws of the Territory, in two 
of these cases, we have found True Bills, the 
others we bave dismissed or ignored. 

We have, also, as one of out duties. examined 
the County Jail, the Books. ete.. of the County 
Recorder and County Treasurer. We found the 
County Jail totally unsafe to keep prisoners.

(Jail) was and is still unsafe. We find that the 
Jail and premises are kept ne neat as possible. 
That the prisoners have been properly cared for. 

We find that the Books ete, of the County Re- 
corder and Treasuter have been neatly and cor- 
rectly kept. But that there should be some safe 
place made oi secured for the safe keeping of the 
County records,—as (hey ate exposed in a wooden 
house, and liable to be destroyed by fire.

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Proceedings of the Peoples’ ‘Convention, 


In nosordanco with tho ont! dated October, 8, 
for a Peoples, convention, delegatesifromvloven 
preoingis assombled at tho Court IIonse, in Pros- 
cott, on the 22d inst. 

The convention was organized by the election 
of Colonel Henry A. Bigelow, Chairman, and Dr. 
W. C. Soulo, Scorotnry. 

On motion, the chalrmppointed tho following 
gontiemen a committee on credentials ; Jamos 
Grant, John Reeso, and John Raible.“ 
~ After a brief delay, the committee reported 
that tho credentials of twenty dolegates clected 
to tho convention from the precincts of Prescott, 
Wickonburg. Vulture mino, Agua Frio, Rio Verde, 
Big Bug, Camp Hualpal, Granite Orock, William- 
gon Valley, Phoaonix and Camp Mebowell, were 
found correct, and that tho following gentlemen 
representing those precincts were entitled to 
seats in the convention: T, S. Ruff, Johu Raible, 
L. A. Stovons, F. A. Cook, W. C. Soule, James 
Grant, A. G. Dunn, II. A. Bigelow, John Reese, 
John Howard, C. L. Rogers, F. Murray, A. S. 
Clough, D. D. Criss and L. D. Looper. 

On motion, that a committee on the order of 
business bo appointed by the chair, Messrs. L. 
A. Stovens, F. Murray, F. A. Cook were named 
us such committee. 

Tho committee submitted tho following report: 
Your committee beg lonve to report that while 
the call for tho convention was made only to 
nominate n ticket for mombers of the Legislative 
Assembly, and the Board of Supervisors, yet, as 
different parties have oxpressed n desire to ro- 
ceive nominations for othor offices at the hands 
of this convention, we recommend that this con- 
vention proceed in the regular order named in 
the proclamation of the Governor ordering the 
election of cortnin officers, to nominate a fall 
ticket for county officers. 

On motion, the report was rocoivod, and the 
committeo discharged. 

On inotion, the report was adopted. 

At this stage of proceedings, His Excellency, 
Governor A. P. K. Safford. entered tho hall and 
wag called upon for aspeech. The Governor ro- 
sponded in n brief speoch, stating that all his 
sympathies wore in favor of popular nomina- 
tions, without regard to political party divisions, 
giving his reasons why he believed such a course 
to be best in this Territory, and nrging the selec- 
tion of good mon, and a hearty support of the 
nominecs. The remarks of Governor Safford 
wore recol ved with applause by tho convention. 

Tho chairman then announced that the con- 
vention would proceed- with the business of 
nominations in the order named in the report of 
the committees. 

On motion, the convention decided to vote by 
ballot, and, after the usual ceremonies, the follow- 
ing persons wero declared duly elected nominces 
of the convention: For the Council—C, C. Bean 
of Prescott, John Smith of Camp McDowell, Wm. 
A. Mix, of Camp Toll-gate. For tho House of 
Reprosentatives—John Rees of Agua Frio, L. D. 
IIooper of Williamson Valley, George Munroe 
and J. II. Fitzgerald of Wickenburg, J. L. Mercor 
of Phoenix, aud John Howard of Prescott. 

For Board of Supervisora—Gideon Brooke, 
John Raible and Hezckinh Brooks. 

Motion was then made by Johu Toward, Esq., 
that no nomination for Sheriff be made by the 
convention, which motlon was lost. Messrs. 
Tompkins, Dicknson and Peck woro placed in 
nomination, Three ballots were hold withont a 
choice, when Mr. Dickason withdrew his namo, 
and on the fourth ballot Mr. E. G, Pock received 
two thirds of the vote of the convention, and was 
declared its nomineo. 

On motion, the nominations mado up to this 
time were deolared unaminous by the convantion. 

Mossrs. Kelloy and Hussey were before the con- 

_ vention for nomination for Troasuror, and Mr. 
Wm. N. Kelley, reoelved the nomination. 

On motion, the convention then endorsed E. 
W. Wella, the indepondbnt candidate for County 
Recordor, ns its choico for that office. 

F. A. Cook reecived the nomination for County 
Surveyor, E. F. Bowers for Public Administrator, 
N. P. Pierce and T. S. Ruff, for Constables. 

No nomination was made for tha, office of 
District Attorney. 

On motion, the convention procseded to olect 
n Peoples’ counly central committee, to act until 
their successors be cldoted. Tho following gen- 
tlomen constitute the committee: John Howard, 
John Reeso, W. J. Berry, W. N. Ferris, John 
Smith, A. S. Clough, Frank Murray, A. L. Stevens, 
L. D. Hooper. 

The chairman of, tho convention then stated 
that the business of tho convention was finished, 
and gave notico thata ratification moeting would 
bo held in tho Hall at 7 o’clook r. M. 

At 6 o'clock, on motton, the convention ad- 
journed aine die.
